A bright spot is on the hori¬ 
zon for taxpayers this year. 
The county’s general rate, 
which applies to all property, 
will be down approximately 12 
cents on each $100 of assessed 
valuation—and assessments on 
homes will not be up. 

The county will not establish 
Its final tax rate, however, un¬ 
til next August after the total 
assessment roll is announced 
by Assessor John Quinn.

Individual taxpayers may 
also file petitions if they feel 
that their property assessments 
are not equalized with those of 
their neighbors.

Equaliza¬ 
tion hearings will be conduct¬ 
ed at the Hall of Records.

THE CANYON POOL MUST GO. City officials, the police, ser¬ 
vice groups, civic organizations and every citizen who has seen 
pool "in action" know this and recommend this. They have a 
for its closing in the past. 

It is open this year only because of what was considered an 
ligation to the children of Sierra Madre. 

The obligation exists, but its satisfaction does not come trom 
continued operation of this hazard. 

The people of Sierra Madre can take things into their own 
hands to provide, at what would be a reasonable cost, the_ ade¬ 
quate tools for eliminating the Canyon Pool and its abominable 
conditions once and for all. 

Sierra Madre needs a new swimming pool. And with public 
support it will get one. 

Its cost, estimated at from $35,000 to $45,000, would place no 
insurmountable burden upon Sierra Madre through a bond issue. 
It could be maintained through the formation of a recreation dis¬ 
trict which would have a definite taxing limitation. 

The inadequacy of the Canyon Pool—and the actual danger that 
it presents—-is a challenge to the 7200 residents of Sierra Madre. 

Every resident of this city and every civic organization should 
give all possible backing to a straightforward program tn 
eliminate this antiquated pool and at the same time provide 
and more centrally located swimming pool.

In the meantime, officers of 
at least one taxpayers’ group 
will be sending letters to mem¬ 
bers stating that their "spirited 
pleas” during county budget 
hearings "forced the hand of 
the Board of Supervisors” and 
resulted In the tax rate cut. 

We take issue with the state¬ 
ment because the cut was in 
prospect long before these 
groups got their finger in the 
publicity pie. 

The county saved about $4,- 
500,000 under Proposition 4, the 
constitutional amendment 
through which the State took 
over aged and blind aid. In 
addition, the county’s capital 
projects were reduced from 
$21,000,000 in 1948-49 to $14.- 
000,000 for the next fiscal year. 

Eating up much of this ap¬ 
parent saving, however, were 
greatly increased costs of the 
courts and indigent aid. 

The city’s budget and tax 
rate will come in August. The 
city fathers, having a general 
tax limitation, wait until the 
assessment total for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is out and then work back¬ 
wards to find out how much 
they can spend. 

Such a procedure isn’t exact¬ 
ly illegal, but Supervisor Wil¬ 
liam Smith threatened a tax¬ 
payers suit against the county 
last year when the Board of 
Supervisors did it. The other

“This 
will not interfere with the nor¬ 
mal water usage in Sierra 
Madre, however, since what we 
give Arcadia is merely surplus 
water and will not affect our 
own water levels.

Despite everything, being in 
a police car is an experience. 
You’ll see many unbelieveable 
happenings. You’ll see a min¬ 
ister "burn rubber” at a boule¬ 
vard stop sign when he dis¬ 
covers that the policeman is 
watching him from the near¬ 
by corner. You’ll see in the 
distance a highly respected 
club woman back her car In¬ 
to traffic and make an unlaw¬ 
ful turn In the business dis¬ 
trict. She will object to the 
ticket she receives from the 
“cop.” 

"You’ll see a good driver ap¬ 
proach an Intersection with the 
car under control and all eyes 
looking in all directions. And 
this driver will come to a com¬ 
plete STOP when the law re¬ 
quires it. You’ll notice that 
this particular driver will 
avoid the carel essness of 
another driver who has taken 
the right of way from him (or 
her). They probably figure 
that the right of way is not 
better than a broken rib or 
crushed body. 

You’ll find drivers who will 
drive directly across a fresh¬ 
ly painted red line and, when 
the officer calls their atten¬ 
tion to it, claim that the 
others have been doing it— 
why shouldn’t they? 

The truth of the matter is 
this: one patrol car is trying 
to control the traffic at many 
intersections and a long thoro¬ 
ughfare. Also the officer may 
be on a call to satisfy some 
complainant. If you are lucky 
enough to cross the red mark¬ 
ing during his absence, you 
may escape a citation. Many 
do. But if the “cop” happens 
to be around just at the time 
you disobey a law—^whose 
hard luck is it? 

Drivers should know MOST 
of the rules. They certainly 
passed the examination for 
drivers. It is just a case of 
exception, and why should 
anyone expect to be an excep¬ 
tion? 

Here in Sierra Madre, during 
the Month of June, we have 
had this: family trouble, grass 
fire, magazine solicitors, petty 
thefts. Army absent wanted, 
dog bite, barking dog, mes¬

In an unprecedented move, 
the Boy Scouts of America has 
lowered the entrance age for 
Its three programs of Cub 
Scouting and Senior Scouting, 
effective next September 1st, 
according to word just receiv¬ 
ed by C. M. Linton, President 
of the Pasadena-San Gabriel 
Valley Council, Boy Scouts of 
America. The decesion was 
reached after a three years’ ex¬ 
haustive study during which 
opinions were obtained from ex¬ 
perienced leaders as well as 
parents. 

After Sept. 1, boys may be¬ 
come Cub Scouts at eight years 
of age Instead of nine; Boy 
Scouts at eleven instead of 
twelve and Explorers at four¬ 
teen instead of fifteen years 
of age. 

This change in ages, accord¬ 
ing to King Robey, Chairman 
of the Public Education and 
Relations Committee of the 
Pasadena-San Gabriel Valley 
Council, Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica, is the most forward step 
taken by Scouting in many 
years. 

The Program known as Sen¬ 
ior Scouting now becomes “Ex¬ 
ploring” with its scope broad 
enough to include land, sea 
and air activities as well as 
life exploration. Units special¬ 
izing in seamanship or in avi¬ 
ation will be known as Explor¬ 
er Ships or Explorer Squad¬ 
rons, respectively. 

In commenting on the low¬ 
ering of ages in the Scouting 
Program, Tollman H. Trask, 
Scout Executive, calls attention 
to the fact that this will in¬ 
crease the number of boys who 
will wish to become Cub 
Scouts by 35%. 

Edward A. Davey, chairman 
of the district committee, esti¬ 
mated that the change in age 
requirements would probably 
increase the number of area 
Boy Scouts by 60 per cent. 

“Boys develop faster than 
they used to,” he said. “T'hls 
means that they are mature 
enough to join scouting pro¬ 
grams at an earlier age.”
